Explosion at Powder Works Results 
in Loss of Life arid Property 
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Ono of the worst of tho mnnr explofttdh* 
tbnt-hnve occurred at the Lnflin-Rnnd 
•powder mills in Ploniant Prairie, Wis., 
occur rod at noon Saturday lust when eight 
men were killed. • 

The corn in p pi tint ii tho building which 
<httw up and it iii unid the catnstrophy was 
directly iluo to the fndt that the company 
wn« burryinp Its poods qi fiwt as possible, 
hoping to tret it out before the pending in- 
junction which residents have asked for U 
effectivo. 

The nwident occurred ten minutes before 
twelve o'clock and the comma mill w the 
only one thnt was injured by the esplocion. 
On Account oE the recent litipnlion np.\tn»l 
the plant tho nuperintomlent had started to 
more tho powilor an rapidly «b possible and 
almost the entire to'co oni ployed by tbe 
■company- had beon sent to the corninp 
mill to break up the powder and pet It 
ready for shipment. Ralph AldersOn, one 
oE tho most careful men in the employ of 
coninnriy, hnd been plitwtl in chtirgo of the 
mill at thii time in order to rush the work 
and get the powder on board the cars. The 
bther men Kiid boon taken from tho other 
building* of the plant and put to work in 
the corning milK 

Tho cause of tho accident is n complete 
uiyetery nndUie first that was known of 
the troublo was when tbe big building was 
to reel and go into the nir. . It broke into 
a thou eund pieces and all was over in tbe 
twinklo of nn eye. There was n large 
amount of powder in the mill nt the time 
the explosion took place hut it is impose!* 
hle to tell the n mount. It is supposed that 
some pieces of the powder got caught in 
one of the grinding machine and was ig- 
nited by sonic friction. 

There, was no noise , attending tho ex- 
plosion, nnd in fact the .trembling of the 
earth was so slight that it could not have 
been felt a few hundred feet from the de- 
stroyed bijilduip. The. first indication of

Inge noticed a great cloud of smoke in the 
direction of the corning mill nnd .when

they looked a second later they noticed that 
thu hip building bad been-' 'completely 
wiped out. 

In a few minutes the grounds about the 
plant were crowdea with people, nnd -the 
extent of tho tragedy became known. Res* 
cuing parties Verd . at once formed and 
risking their lives the. men in' charge of 
the plant nnd people *from Pleasant Prairie 
went to the scene of the explosion. Thoy 
found ' tli at the building 'had been com* 
plelely wiped out, nnd in its place there 
was ft nnw of debris. In the pile of burn- 
ing powder and soda were to be seen the 
forms of men dying nri awful death 
There was at onca ah effort- made to rescue 
tbe men, and- tho men who" seemed lobe 
alive were removed first, 

Five men terribly burned, their clothing 
blown from their body by the explosion of 
the powder and every part oE their body 
burned, were taken from the debris and 
carried, to. the wa.«h room,. One , was Ed- 
ward Muiii, u former resident of Kenosha, 
who had been onfl of tlio most popular men 
at the plant. Muin was terribly burned, 
hut was conscious and ho urged the 1 rescu- 
ing party to return to the debris nnd make 
an effort to save Ralph Aide-sou,, the fore- 
man of the mill. 

, While the injured word being cared far 
the rescuing parties continued the search 
for tho dend. Three Russians were tnken 
from; ono corner of tho mill nnd two of 
them were dead when found! The other 
one died while being carried to the wash 
room. 'At this time no trace of Aldoraon 
had- been found and. it was thought that 
crazed with the Bights of tbe accident he 
had fled from the scene, but the wounded 
m»n in, their nnguialj declared Unit Alder- 
sou had been in the mill when the explo- 
sion occurred, nnd the rescue party returned 
to search for hii body. After a long search 
the body was found lu the very center of 
the mill. Every stitch of clothing bad 
been burned from the rciunins and it would 
have been impossible to have recognized 
him hadjt not been for tho f.vct that be 
was tho only work man. unaccounted for. 



Results of Experimerils Conducted" by the 
Experimental Station 

•The Rljnoi^Kxperimont Station, ' rentlz' 
ing thar" tin* fertility of tho toil is a matter 
of yg?caf. importance to tho fnrmors, have 
located experiment fields in different pnrts 
of. the state, tho ono in this county being 
located oh the farm of I>. M, White, In 
this township, nnd has been running ilvo 
ycnrH/Wilh a four years rotation of corn, 
corn, oiils and wheat, the past season be- 
ing, in corn. 

Tho field wns selected by l)r, Hopkins of 
the University, and except that plot no oiio 
is nearer to black soil, Is a fair representa- 
tion of the clay soil of this county. 

Tho men stmt oat from tho experiment 
station to do the work are 'not trying to 
provo any theory, but to try to get actual 
results on near as practical. 

The field Is divided into one-tenth acre 
plots with division slrip? onc-hmf rod wide 
between each plot. The fertilizer uied is 
dried blood for nitrogen, bono meal for 
phosphoras, and muriate of potash for 
potash.

That death "hath no sting" for 
some people Is evidenced by the story 
of 'a physician whose practice called 
him to tho homes .of many, of the 
poorer families who Inbor in' Chicago's 
stockyards. 

"I was summoned to attend' one 
man who was In the last stages of 
tuberculosis," he relates, "and found 
him very low. His wife was a sturdy 
woman of .vehement temperament and 
seemed not tbe least concerned over 
her husband's desperate condition; I 
left directions with her for the man's 
com Tort and promised to call In tho 
morning. 

".'When I entered next morning,.! 
found tho woman 'enveloped in a fog 
of suffocating Bteam nnd 'Vigorously 
doing her washing.

Young in planning to remove 
from Antioch vicinity, an Antioch man to-_ 
dnysnid that You'np has already sold his 
farm to John alorley preparatory to moving 
away, #?' 

Furthermore, in this connection, lh[o Ga- 
zette is today informed by an Antioch man 
that Young did not get Hie reception which 
had been planned for him when he {returned 
to tho village after several monlbi in the 
county jail where he confronted the charge 
of killing his son but was later set free by 
tho grand juTy.

The plan they, bad ar- 
ranged wiis one expecting ho would drive 
from WnokcBiiii to tho old home and a 
neighbor had lech posted to keep watch 
down the road and sent word to tbe village 
to the others who were. to do tho stunt.

house, TUey were as follows: 

William Bchutnann..20ycnrs, 

Lydia GerlaSf , 13 years. 

Willie Gerloff, 9 years. 

The particulars of the accident as gather- 
ed from eye witnesses is ns follows;' Three 
rhildreu of William Gcrluff were out skat- 
ing when two of them, Lydia nnd "Willie, 
broke throogh, Edna Gerlnff, a twoko- 
yuir-old sister, who was wiih them, sum- 
moned hor father, who was near by at 
work, and with William 'r^bumSDIli WHO 
was also in the vicinity t ue y tried to "res- 
cue the twfi children who were struggling 
in Ilia" Icy water. In their efforU to do so 
they were also plunged into the water and 
in the 'trugete which insuedjtbree of them 



drowned, and Mr. Gerlnff alone managed 
to save hiraaetf through assistance rendered 
by hie daughter Edna, who shoved aboard 
out to him by which Im woa able to reach 
the shdro,- 

Otbers who had been summoned in the 
meantime to the sceneof the sad calamity 
gave Ihe alarm and help from down town 
was Boon on tho spot! With tho aid of n 
boat nnd rakes tho bodies were soon brought 
to the surfacerthe water being only %\x or 
eight -;feet/doep at the spot where - the 
drowning occurred. Heroic rnensurea wore 
resorted lo, soch as rolling, rubbing, ate.', 
to restore life to tho drowned ones, but to 
no avail. Though they bad only been In

Mr. and Mrs, Gprlaff were both proi- 
tnited by the Bad calamity arid have Iho 
sympathy of the . community, in their be- 
reavement.

WHHam 'Ford, formerly of Waukegnn, 
has-been heard from at last nnd the mys- 
tery that surrounded his disappearance is 
cl on red up in part. 

Chief of Police Swansbrougb of Wauke- 
gnn received a letter from Jamea S, Knight 
informing him that Knight had seen Ford 
,alive and wo 11 on tho streets of Los 'An- 
geles, California", and hnd spoken to him. 

As Ford nnd Knight are. both old rail- 
road men, veterans of the sanio road, they 
would know each other perfectly, 
VThus it would appear that: 

1 — Ford was not assaulted and robbed 
according to the mysterious message that 
ciuim ton Chicago saloon the morning 
nfter his alleged disappearance, ' '- 

2— -That ha may be reconciled to hii wife 
wbo 1b known to be in or to have been in 
Loa Angclos. 



3— That he did not meet With foul play 
nt the'hnnds of Chicago crooks. 

However, the . mystery .of his nlteped 
flight, if flight it.was and whether, or riot 
he was robbed at tho 'time of his sudden 
leave taking remains' to be cleared. 

The" Waukegnn police nro working on 
tbe case and will make ah attempt to clear 
imperfectly. .•-

Chicago salooii ot which Diamond Bill 
made bis headquarters when on his jewelry 
selling trips, received a tne&Bage one morn- 
ing to the effect that Bill. had been .knock-

Chicago.— Tho Standard Oil com- 
pany must stand trial on all hut two 
ot •' tho ton indlctmonts roturnod 
against It. The contentions of tho 
government wore sustained in all hilt 
thcao two content I on a In tho opinion 
handed down hy Judgo Landis in tho 
United' States circuit court Thursday, 
and under his ruling tho oil trust will 
be compelled to light against tho im- 
position of fines under thoao indict* 
raontfl, which amount In all to $129,- 
000,000. 

The two indictments found to bo In- 
sufficient aro considered of minor Im- 
portance and District Attorney Sims 
considers tho ruling of tho court a 
complete victory for tho govornmont, 
wiping out as it does tho Immunity 
hath appealed for by tho attorneys 
for the Standard Oil. 

Judgo, Landis' opinion was broad 
and comprehensive, and lawyers de- 
clared It would" ha vo a far-raaching ef- 
fect In tho regulation of interstate 
commorco. 

Prepares for Bitter Fight. 

It Is expected that tho cases can ho 
brought to trial some time during tho 
i present term and preparations aro ho- 
ming made by tho district attorney for 
*i bitter flghL With - tho last tech- 
nlcallty wiped out tho strugglo Will 
now settle down to a question of fact, 
tho fact at" Issue being whether tho 
Standard Oil company was given a re- 
bate by tho railroads over which it 
shipped Its oil out of Whiting, Ind. 

Tho, point raised by tho defonpo was 
that tho Indictments wore returned 
after tho Elklns law had boon re- 
pealed and before tho now rate law 
went Into effect and that thoreforo 
there was la existence no law under 
which they could properly havebeon 
Indicted. Judgo Landis held this rea- 
soning to ho without^ foundation, cit- 
ing numerous cases and sections of 
tho United States statutes in support 
of bis position. 

Secret Rebates the Issue. 
I It was further contended that tho 
*Elklns law, under which tho Indict- 
ments are returned, did not prohibit 
tho granting of a direct rebate, but 
only sought to discourage secret or In- 
direct rebates. Tho court hold this 
argument without foundation. 

' It was urgod also that because much 
ot the oil shipped was transported 
over several lines there could be no 
published rate within tho meaning of 
the Elkins law, and that failure to so 
publish was no offense. Much stress 
was laid on the fact that the rebate 
paid to tho Standard Oil company was 
In reality a refund of a storage charge. 
Tho court held that tho storage charge 
constituted part of tho rate within the 
meaning of tho statute. 

Tho Indictments overrulod charged 
that there was an agreement between 
-a number of darrlets for a certain rate 
"higher than the oae given the Stand- 
ard. The court holds that the Indict- 
imcnts do not negative tho fact that 
there might have been ■ another 
through rate ovor the same lines. 

The cases dismissed, which related 

to rebates In shipments of oil from 

. 'Whiting, Ind., to Grand Junction, 

Toon., contained a total of 103 counts, 



Philadelphia.— Slaftn by his "own 
bomb In an attempt \to extort money 
from a bank was thin fate of Hollo 
Steele, fopnorly of Chicago and of 
Darner, Iowa, Saturdays Cashier W.

Tho man 
registered as J. R. Steele of Now 
York, Ho arrived at tho hotel about 
seven o'clock and engaged a DO-cont 
room. Ho carried a grip which lie ro- 
fusod to allow tho colored porter to 
carry to the room. > 

When detectives searched tho room 
Sunday they found several yards of 
slow fuse, n number of detonating 
caps, a revolver and. box of cartridges 
In tho grip, together with a number of 
tools and some clothing. There was 
a suit bearing the'.tng of a Chicago 
clothing house and a pair of overalls 
marked with tho name of a Lynch- 
burg, Va., morchant Thero was also 
a waybill for a box shipped over tho 
Southern railway! As. Hollo Stoelo 
was reported to havo been in Chicago 
and Lynchburg, tho latter place with- 
in a few days, the police Bay there 
Is little doubt as to tho bomb throw- 
er's identity.

iNEGRO TROOPS TO PHILIPPINES. 



All Colored Soldiers Are Ordered to 
Islands. 



Washington; — Tho Ninth and 
Tenth cavalry and the Twenty-fifth 
Infnntry, Including all. the negro sol- 
diers In tho regular army in this 
country havo been ordered to prepare 
for service In the Philippines and will 
sail at differorit, times between March 
5 and June 5 of this year. The only 
'other" regiment; composed of negroes, 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry, Is not do- 
ing sorvico In the Philippines. 
. " Othor troops ordered to the Phil- 
ippines are tho Fifth cavalry and, the 
Eighteenth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth Infantry. Tho 
■troops which, will bo relieved by the 
aendlng of these now regiments will 
bo* the Fourth, Seventh and Eighth 
cavalry, and the Ninth, Thirteenth, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Nineteenth 
Infantry. 

It was stated by Major General Bell, 
chlor of staff, that the negro regi- 
ments aro being sent to tho Philippines 
becauBO.lt Is their turn to go and not 
because of any deBlre to get them out 
of tho United States at this time. 



Now York.— E. H. Harriman has 
been revealed, by the' interstate 
commerco commission's Inquiry into 
the Harriman system as. tho railroad 
czar, of the country. The charges 
that the Eastern transportation wizard 
Is the head of a gigantic^aUroad mo- 
nopoly seem to havo been fully estab- 
lished at the very beginning ot the 
hearing. ^ 

It appeared from tho .testimony that 
Mr. Harrlman's colossal scheme for 
securing control of all the loading 
linos of the central and western parts 
of tho United States, crushing out 
competition and placing the millions of 
shippers at his mercy, has been very 
largely 'accomplished. 
■ It was brought out that Mr. Harri- 
man has unlimited authority to -bor- 
row any amount of money he chose 
and pledge nil the assets' of the com- 
panies ho controlled as security. This 
authority had been used to make enor- 
mous purchases of stock In further- 
ance ■ of Mr. Harrlman's gigantic 
scheme for tho combination and con- 
solidation of vast railroad systems, 

For this purpose It was shown Hr. 
Harriman has had suprome control of 
tho assets of the Southern Pacific, tho 
Union Pacific, the Oregon Short Line, 
and -the Oregon Railroad and Naviga- 
tion companies, all of which are under 
bis administration. 

Since July 1, 1006, it was shown 
that on Mr. Harrlman's initiative tho 
companies he controls had bought 
stock In other roads amounting to 
$103,293,743,': tho most notable pur- 
chase being $28,123,100 or stock In tho 
Illinois central, or 29.50 por cent of 
that railroad's capitalization.

Leader and 700 Followers Escape to 
the Mountains— Fight Is 
Bloodless. . 



Tangier.— Zlnat, RnlsuH'B strong- 
hold, was virtually destroyed by fire 
and fell Into the hands of tho troops 
of the sultan at noon Sunday, after a 
short and almost bloodless flghL 

Balsull and his 700 followers suc- 
ceeded In eluding capture and reach- 
ing the mountains, despite tho elabor- 
ate plans of War MJnlster Gabbas to 
prevent their escape. 

No firing took plnco Saturday night, 
hut at ton o'clock Sunday morning 
tho artillery, under command of an 
Algerian native lieutenant whom the 
French authorities permitted to par- 
ticipate in tho battlo on request of 
War minister Gabbas, opcacd on the 
town. 

The Moorish gunners showed utter 
Incapacity in handling their guns and 
tho Infantry flrod haphazard. Two 
sheila dropped inside tho fastness 
without reply, and thereupon a body 
of the sultan's troops charged, shout- 
ing, and reached tho wails amid desul- 
tory shots from the surrounding 
brush. 

Tho gates to tho town were found 
to bo open, but thero wore no occu- 
pants of tho place except 15 prisoners, 
Included among whom were four Por- 
tuguese. 

A detachment of tho govornmont 
troops continued firing la tho direc- 
tion of the mountains, where Raisull 
and his followers were observed flee- 
ing. 

Meanwhile the other government 
troops pillaged the stronghold, secur- 
ing considerable booty In the shape of 
costly carpets, arms, cattle and 
sheep. 

, No fatalities In the fighting, Sunday 
wero reported, though a few persons 
on both, sides were wounded. It Is 
thought probable that tho- Raisulltea 
carried off their dead. 

Minister of War Gabbas, who has 
not left Tangier during the opera- 
tions, It is expected will next move 
against tho pretender to tho throne, 
Mulal Mohammed, a brother of the 
sultan, from whoso followers there 
have been many defections recently.

Twenty-flvo years ago W. S. Wctham 
loft the town of Lai Grange, Ga., with 
the munificent sum of ono dollar In 
bis pocket and landed In Now York 
with nothing to. his credit but bis 
clothes and hla character. The quality 
of tho former does not matter and tho 
quality of the lattor has shown Itself. 
He Is to-day president of 76 banks, all 
but four of which are situated In his 
native state. In return for Georgia's 
small advance of- 100 cents ho has 
protty well cornered hor banking- in- 
terests and has In keeping a goodly 
amount of hor funds. The four banks 
of which he Is president outside of tho 
state of Georgia 7 are situated In Flor- 
ida. - 



Progress Which the Movement Is Mak- 
ing Throughout the Country. 

Throughout tho country, especially 
In rural districts, tho demand for In- 
formation as to tlio host methods of 
road construction la steadily growing, 
whero people aro willing, to expend 
monoy on monding * their highways 
Owing to Inexperience and lack of 
organization, - monoy Is frequently 
wasted, In aomo counties well nblo to 
support a system of good roads, llttlo 
work is done owing to lack of knowl- 
edge. It i's In' J list such en oes that tho 
work of tho ofllco of public roads Is 
proving of signal value. The depart- 
ment does not undertake- the construc- 
tion of roads, which can bo and should 
bo tho work of counties within tho 
states,' but the educational value of 
employing experts In the construction 
of sections of Improved roads in dlf-' 
fcrent parts of the country has been 
fully demonstrated, Bays tho Journal 
of Agriculture. Expert advice on road 
construction has been glvon and ex- 
perimental field work carried on, and, 
wherever possible, object-lesson roads 
aro being constructed for the' purpose- 
of Illustrating tho bost methods of 
road building. Tho local authorities 
furnish material, common labor, teams 
and fuel, the office of public roads sup- 
plying supervising engineers and, ra 
somo cases, part or all ot the machin- 
ery. During tho past year 17 roads 
wero built In 11 Btntes, representing a 
Wide diversity In character of con- 
struction and kinds of material used, 
Much lias bean done by tho ofllco In 
developing tho use of, sand clay nnd 
burnt clay for roads In arena of tho 
country where no stone fs available. 

Methods of rendering roads dustlesa 
havo been Investigated. Teats were 
also nmdo with Tex us oil and Its effect 
on earth and macadam roads. After 
moro than seven months tarred roads 
were found in excellent condition. 

Co-operation with tbo postofflco de- 
partment has been begun, In order to 
facilitate rural delivery by improve- 
ment ot country roads. The plan, ap- 
proved by tho secretary of agricul- 
ture and tho postmaster general, pro- 
vides that when a road upon which a 
rural route has been or is about .to bo 
established ,1s reported by tho carrier 
or Inspector to be Impassable or In 
bad repair, the office of public roads 
shall bo nt onco advisca of tho fact 
through the postofflco, and an engineer 
Inspector will be detailed to examine 
the road and give necessary advice to 
tho local officials. 

During the year 284 samples were 
received at tho road laboratory for rou- 
tine tests, or which number 273 wore 
samples or rock Intended for macadam 
road building. Studios of tho decom- 
position of vnrlous kinds of rock un- 
der the action of water, undertaken to 
determine reasons for tho quality of 
binding power in macadam- road mate- 
rials, has brought, to light somo inter- 
esting facts. 



Observation and Forethought Ara Ab- 
solutely Necessary* 

' A man to- bo a auccessfut farmer 
must bo n close observer, must havo 
a! practical education nnd understand 
that to keep up the fertility of bis soil 
lie must study tho nature, of It nnd 
know wbnt crops -'to plant on different 
fluids, The farmer should first plan 
his work ahead,- It la then necessary 
for lilni, to personally ovorsco It. I 
know, V rites, a correspondent of Farm- 
ers' Itevlow, from three to fivo years 
abend what crop I am going to put in 
certain fields. I believe In alternating 
crops; For" Instant**, I .flrEt put in 
corn, then some' sinnll grain, then 
clover, or pasture, and so on. I never 
awaken )n* tho morning not knowing 
what I am 'going to do that day, weath- 
er ■ permitting. I havo my work 
planned ■' days nnd sometimes weeks 
abend. 

Whon I am 'doing my Bprlng plowing 
I Invariably havo a load of manure 
iic nt to tho field with each 1 team. 
Hence, as I say, wo must feed the soli, 
elao It won't feed us. On keeping up 
tlio fortuity depends tho 'success or 
fall uro, of agriculture, Tho successful 
farmer must bo a thinker. The tlmo 
Is past for haphazard farming. Some 
farmers laugh at science In fanning, 
but how many thousands upon thou 
sands of dollars are farmers throwing 
away year after year, simply hocatiBo 
-thoy do not know whether they nro 
or are not buying and feeding their 
soil with tho properties it needs. My 
observation Is that tho nvorago farmer 
plows too much and. sella too much — 
simply sells his farm by piecemeals. 

.Some will say that thoy havo not the 
land to rotate or keep stock. Better 
have ono aero that will make 80 bush- 
els of corn than four that make 20. 
Why? Because It can bo dono with 
one-qnartcr the work. It la nlso ad- 
visable, to keep tho hotter grade of 
stock rather than scrubs. Feed tho, 
largest portion of your grain and hay 
on.your farm and return It In tho way. 
of manure to your land. Avoid throw- 
ing a out In the drip of tho bam. Let 
It Ho till plowing timo. Cover one 
aero two years in succession- nnd you 
will undoubtedly make moro on that 
acre than you would on four without 
tho, manure. 

Make It a point to attond every 
meeting -of your Grange. Put In part 
of your time in cleaning up your fence 
rows \ and mako It a point to have a 
nice, . shady lawn, endeavoring to 
mako your borne tho most attractive 
In your nolghborbood. Your friends, 
your families and yourselves will then 
have solved the problem of how to 
keep tho boys on tho farm.

There ia just a possibility 
that the President mitrht have selected 
" secretery Root for thu place if ha could 
have had his way, but- thai ia ono man 
who while he might make a good candi- 
date, has said, in private, but emphatical- 
ly that he doei not want the job, ond ho 
would have to be thrown 'down and hob- 
bled if it were forced on him. So thesit- 
• uation U tolerably plain. President Rooa- 
- velc.is about going to dictate the next 
nomination, that is unless there should be 
a wave of populor clamor that would Bwecp 
him off hia feet and drive him into taking 
it third term. He does not want this, but 
he does want a man in office with whom 
ho is in hearty accord, and who he thinks 
would carry out many ofhlB own ideas. 
Secretary Tnft isthe man. The confidence 
of the president in him has been demon- 
strated, too of ten' to need recounting. He 
taya practically that he is willing to be.a 
candidate. It is therefore. aB. good as os- 
aured that be 'will get the nomination. 
There ia also little question that tha nom- 
ination of tho Republican party will mean 
the election. Many things can happen be- 
tween now nnd the next election, but Hia 
not likely, that' anything will happen to 
Bbake the faith of 'tha country in the Re-" 
publican party as the one of sanity and 
' honesty, the " one under which prosperity 
\ has come, and under which it will stay. 
So the election of 8ecretaryTftftto thenext 
.term in la* White hbute may, be *on \\ •nt- 
ly expected, barring always tha, accident of 
. public , hniiBtance aforesaid which may 
' -force another term on. too present incum- 
bent, whether ho will or not.

"On February 1, 1900, the eastern hos- 
pital for tho insano turned Into the stato 
treasury 150,000 of Its ordinary expense 
fund. If this money had not boon paid 
into tho state treasury tho institution 
would now show n surplus of J44.31G.45. 
Tho tlcllclts at tho soldiers and sailors' 
homo and tho state training school for 
girls woro caused by Inadequate appro- 
priations. Tho olllcials of these Institu- 
tions hope to meet these deficits by July 
1, 1907, from appropriations nlready 
made." 

Charitable Institutions. 

Tbo governor devotes a largo part of 
hla message to a review of the various 
charitable Institutions of the state, and 
makes many recommendations for their 
Improvement. In this connection ho says 

"In an endoavor to elevate the public 
charity service' of, Illinois to the level 
of modern, efficiency, It was necessary 
to proceed along three lines: .'"."', 

"First. Improvement In tho mothod of 
selecting employes, , 

"Second, Improvement, in the physical 
administration and treatment. 

"Third. Improvement in tho physical 
condition of buildings and mechanical 
equipment. 

Civil Service. 

"tinder tho new! civil service low, a 
"Very perceptible Improvement in the 
class of employes Is noUceable already. 

"Tho civil service law passed by the 
Forty-fourth .general assembly be- 
came effectlvo November 1, 1003. It 
applies-, to' 2.US positions In the. .17 
state charitable Institutions of the state. 
Blnce the law went Into effect the "civil- 
service commission has examined - 1.625 
persons aud. mud© 1,4(9! appointment*.. To 
December 21, 190U tho commission had 
received 3,171 applications, and .Had con- 
ducted Kll» examinations In 33 different 
cities. The expenses or. tho -commission 
from Us. appointment August 3, 1905, to

^iteration the recommendations of the 
state civil service- commission. 
Medical Administration. 
"The scheme of medical administration 
Includes n stato pnychopathlo Institute, 
located at Kankakee, with branches. In 
each stnlo hospital for the Insane- and In 
the asylum for feeble-minded children. 
This Institute Is established for research 
and education. It Rives to physicians lu 
the state hospitals thorough treatment 
of mental disorders. It Is better able to 
do this than medical colleges arc, be- 
causo it has nn endless variety or mate- 
rial 'at hand, By means of local clinics, 
conducted at tho several honpltals, to 
which physicians In Ronernl practice In 
the various 'imtnno districts of tho stole 
are Invited, It Instructs these physician*, 
too. Itecently one of thcao clinics was 
intended by 33 physicians practicing In 
iieven cities nnd towns near tho liosultnl. 
dibus, this groat school, giving a service 
l.\> tho German clinics In psychiatry. 
brings the benefits of expert knowledge 
to tbo very homes of those mulcted with 
apprtnchlng Insanity, lly means of com- 
plete 'modern and uniform records, which 
are the basis of productive research, phy- 
sicians In the state's service will hnvo a 
vast. amount or scientific data at hand, 
and ,'hls, wllb modern laboratory studies, 
will/be mod In an effort to loam now 
thinga about mental 'and nervous disor- 
ders, and perhaps to discover new rem- 
edies which will benefit the whole human 
family, 

He-Education. 

' "Industrial re-education Is possible 
for 40 to 70 per cent, of all Insano per- 
sons In tho Illinois hospltnls, chiefly tho 
chronic Insane. Industrial rc-cilucatlon 
means training to worlc with tho hands. 
ItecnuBO of dcgoncrntlng power, many In- 
sane persons cannot undertake Intellec- 
tual work, but they are capable of learn- 
ing the manual arts. 

"The medical valuo of such work Is 
that It gives employment to otherwise 
Idle people. Tho picture of hundreds of 
idle Insane persons, cherishing horrible 
delusions, sitting hour after hour In. long 
gloomy corridors, Is one not soon to he 
forgotten. Employment la a blessing to 
them. It tends to relievo thorn of hal- 
lucinations and doluslons. On the econo- 
mic side. Industrial re-cducntton is of 
value, because In many cases patients 
can return to the homo and porform pro- 
ductive labor, thus relieving tho state of 
earing for them, and the tatiVtH that they 
perform while In tho Institution are a 
source of income to Uio state. Work at 
which chronic inBano can bo employed Is 
common labor, farm, garden and kitchen 
work, manufacture of Institution sun- 
plies, plain sowing, crocheting, Ince-mak- 
Ing, carpet-weaving, rug-making, etc. 
Shups for the employment of tho Insano 
could bo constructed and equipped for 
l!l,009 to J30.000 each. Many Insano pa- 
tients already are employed In our Insti- 
tutions. I favor the employment of all 
Insane who aro physically capable of It. 

"That recreation and amusement are 
necessary for tho Insane Is a self-evident 
fact. 

Training for Attendants, 

"Compulsory training schools for at- 
tendants and nurses have been estab- 
lished at six of tho eight hospitals classi- 
fied In the Insane group. These training 
schools are nn essential part of tho medi- 
cal administration. Tho advantage to the 
patients Is already apparent In a marked 
degree. Tho scientific education of nurses 
and attendants by . hospital physicians,, 
and by experts brought In from tho out- 
side to lecture, fits those who are quali- 
fied and 'eliminates the unfit. 

"A recent census of consumptives In 
state Institutions, shows the presence or 
1,123 suspected, curable and advance 
stngo consumptives In a total population 
Of 17,353. or C.47 per cent. In seven of the 
institutions thtre is segregation of these 
patients In buildings or tents. The con- 
sumptives aro given the benefit of out- 
door, sunlight treatment, and uro fur- 
nished with specially nourishing food. As 
a result, the non-tuberculosis patients 
are free from danger of Infection and the 
consumptives themselves show a marked 
Improvement in condition. 

More Accommodations Needed. 

"Every stato hospital for tho Insane Is 
now crowded beyond Us normal capacity. 
The excess, a ncrcssarlly shifting quan- 
tity. Is about 800. ' Within Blx months 
encb hospital will bo compelled to return 
county patients to county almshouses In 
Its district. In the county alms houses 
(not Including Cook county) to-day llinra 
arc about COO Insano persons, who should 
be cared for by the state. In Conic county 
there are l.GOft Insane patients receiving 
county care. In all Illinois counties there 
are 3,100 such patients. Adding the 30J ex- 
cess population In our state Institutions, 
there are 2,400 persons In state and county 
Institutions not receiving proper state 
cure. The state can give better care to 
these unfortunates than can nny county, 
because of better equipment, better clas- 
sification and higher-salaried physicians 
and other employes. The county is too 
small a governmental unit to satisfactor- 
ily care for Insane persons. This requires 
the. larger resources of the state. Means 
should be devised to bring about com- 
plete stale caro In Illinois. The state 
board of charities Is at work on this 
problem now. 

Buildings and Equipment, 

"Recognising that the bulldlngii and 
mechanical equipment of most of the 
state Institutions were erected and In- 
stalled many years ago. beforo architec- 
tural' and engineering science had reach- 
ed the high mark of advancement ob- 
taining now, a survey has been made by 
the state architect of these Institutions. 
Scaling their recommendations down to 
those items which they consider neces- 
sary .for the physical operation of the In- 
stitutions, the safety of the Inmates and. 
In sqme cases, their well-being and com- 
fort, th total appropriation asked lor 
Is 1730,000, This figure was arrived at 
after conferences intended by the board 
of chaTltles, superintendents, trustees, en- 
gineers, myself and others. The; total 
calls for an extraordinary appropriation, 
nil Items that can bo cared for In the or- 
dinary and usual special appropriations 
of the several institutions having been 
specified In tlio usual manner. I recom- 
mend that the general assembly make 
this extra appropriation out of the utate 
surplus." 

Under the bead of charitable Institutions 
the governor asks for legislation legaliz- 
ing the appointment of guardians for 
children that aro not under present laws 
"so provided; for the. Inspection of "baby 
farms" and* "lylng-ln" hospitals; for the 
construction of cottages at tho soldiers' 
and sailors' homo at Quincy for soldiers' 
and sailors ,nnd their wivos; .for the es- 
tablishment of a state library for the 
blind at Jacksonville, and for an appro- 
priation to cover the expense of a careful 
study of charity systems and administra- 
tion in this country and abroad. 

Penal Institutions. 

The administration of the Btato penal 
Institutions Is reviewed nt length, and ho 
recommends the careful considc ration of 
the report of tho commission that has In- 
vestigated the conditions nt llie«e institu- 
tions, lie recommends tho enlargement 
of tho farm at tho Pontine reformatory, 
and the establishment of a gymnasium 
at. the eatno place. Hoferrlng'to the In- 
dustries now . being carried nn in the 
various prisons he submits the following 
tabulated statement . to show * their 
growth: ■'■

Insurance Department, . 

In no department of the Btato govern- 
ment does tho governor make a greater 
number of reeommondatlons for new 
legislation than that of tho Insurance de- 
partment. He calls attention to the In- 
vestigations that have been made of the 
ee vera) llfu com pa tiles, and bases tho 
need of new legislation oh tho result of 
theBo Investigations. In this connection 
ho says in part: 

"The subject of Insurance and nde- 
qunto laws for tho regulation of. tho 
business, and the protection of tho In- 
terests Involved, aro subjects ot com- 
manding Importance to the cltlxens of 
this .stale. Tho mngiiltudo of the busi- 
ness In apparent when It Is considered 
that over 700 companion nro engaged 
In transacting the various . forms of 
insurance In this slate and that during 
PK13 tho citizens of thin state paid in 
premiums .for Inntirnnuce jih>,177,1!5.G0. 
Tho tact that It Is now Impossible, for 
an Individual to protect thoBO de- 
pendent on his Inbors and also to guard 
nearly every business enterprise with the 
protection which Insurance affords, 
shows how Intimately It Is connected 
with the domestic and cconomlu 11 To of 
our citizens. Therefore IcgislnUon relat- 
ing to this subject (Should be judiciously, 
wisely and conscientiously considered. 

Among tho recommendations be makes 
In 'Connection with Are Insurance is one 
to prevent one company from owning 
tho stock of a similar company; another 
to prevent tho deposits of spcclnl funds 
In partlculnr states for the protection of 
policy holders In that state; another to 
Increase the responsibility of members of 
mutual companies doing business on a 
small capital; another providing for tbo 
nppolntmont of n state lire marshal: an- 
other for the extension of the authority 
of tho department so as to subject to its 
Inspection anil Jurisdiction unincorporat- 
ed associations ntid Individual underwrit- 
ers doing a fire Insurance business, and 
another to provide for the licensing of 
foreign companies In the basis ot tbo 
capital employed by them In their buil- 
ncss In the United States.

Life Insurance. 

He believes that tho most important of 
the subjects to bo considered In connec- 
tion with companies doing life insurance 
business arc: 

<o) A change of tho basis of reservo 
valuation from tho actuaries' four per 
conL to tho American Experience three' 
and ono-balf per cent, It Is difficult tn 
find such safe Investments as life Insur- 
ance companies should make which will 
net four per cent. Interest. This chanRo 
Is In harmony with the best thought and 
practice In connection with this sub- 
ject. 

(bl Standard provisions, perfectly pro- 
tecting the equities of the Insured, should 
bo Incorporated In every policy sold In 
the state. 

(c) No life Insurance funds should be 
used for any political or other similar 
purpose. 

(d) Tho wording of tho certificate re- 
quired In clause II. , section I, 'law of 
1S3V, should be changed, as tho present 
rending la not only susceptible of miscon- 
struction, but can bo readily used by un- 
scrupulous managers and agents, grossly 
to deceive tho public and bring odium On 
the state. 

(e) Proper legislation should be enacted 
to protect members of both regular and 
itHHMumcni -life Insurance ' companies 
from unfair treatment in case of the re- 
insuring of such companies, and any new 
certificates or policies Issued In such 
cases should clearly define the rights and 
equities of th» Insured. 

Question of Dividends. ' 

(0 Perhaps tho most Important subject 
for consideration Is that or 'dividends. 
The recent Investigations have shown 
that the annual accounting of dividends, 
or surplus, has kept managements honest 
and conservative. Tho long deferred dis- 
tributions have led to extravagance, If 
not dishonesty. In order to Insure econo- 
my and security It seems wise to require 
that managers handling large trust funds 
should be checked up at frequcM Inter- 
vals. Deferred dividends can be. safely 
written provided the surplus accruing bo 
apportioned yearly,' and charged as a lia- 
bility to the company. ' A statement of 
such surplus should bo furnished tho 
policy holder each year. If not deferred 
for too long 0. period this will enable a 
young company to establish Itself with- 
out endangering tho equities of its policy 
holders. - * 

(g) Tho net at Juno 19, 1S91, to prevent 
discrimination by life Insurance compa- 
nies should be amended as to make this 
evil a misdemeanor, and should apply to 
the insured as well as tho company and 
Its aKcnts. 

( h) A law should be enacted to protect 
holders of deferred dividend policies al- 
ready tn force, In the distribution of sur- 
plus accumulated on their account. A 
statement should be required of the an- 
nual credit on account of such surplus, 
which should bo charged as a liability by 
the companies. This Is not retroactive, 
but a gunrnntco of future good faith In 
the handling ot such funds. 

(IJ In tho matter of tho election of trus- 
tees of mutual life Insurance companies, 
the voting should be mode as simple and 
effective as possible, either by mall, In 
person or by proxy. 

(J) A taw should be onncted prohibiting 
the organization ot additional assessment 
lire Insurance companies In this state, 
other than fraternal societies, or the ad- 
mission of such companies from other 
states, and amending and enlarging tho 
scope of the minimi statement to be made 
by them to tho Insurance department to 
cover every possible detail of their busi- 
ness; also a law providing for the period- 
ical examination of such companies, and 
the prompt publication of the results of 
such examination. 

(k) No corporation or stock company 
should bo licensed as the agent Of any 
life Insurance company in soliciting, sell- 
ing or in nny manner placing life Insur- 
ance policies, or contracts In this state, 
nor should nny subsidiary company bo 
allowed to sell the slock of, or In any 
manner perform tho functions of such 
life insurance companies. 

(l) In the matter of preliminary 'term' 
Insurance, that method known as tho 
mod I lied preliminary term plan of valua- 
tion should be adopted. 

(m'j Tho recent Investigations of llfo 
Insurance companies buve proved that 
the great rine.nl of reform and corruption 
of evils has been the publicity brought 
about tn methods and. management. 
There should bo a thorough examination 
of the affairs of every company at inter- 
vals of not" to exceed • live years. Tho 
financial methods and plans of insurance 
should be thoroughly Investigated. Any 
evidence of wrongdoing tn tho former; or 
failure to observe correct principles In 
the latter should bo nt once mado public. 
Publicity Is the best cure for corporate 
ills. 

(n) Disbursements by Ufa Insurance 
companies should ho regulated by a law 
requiring (hat In all cases where the dis- 
bursement equals or exceeds 1100. tbo 
same shall be evidenced by n voucher, 
duly signed and correctly describing con- 
sideration for the payment. 

Other Departments. 

The message deals with all other de- 
partments of the Stato govern moat and .In 
connection with many of them ho. makes 
recommendations for new legislation or 
for appropriations. Ho asks for a mora 
riitld bank inspection law; a general re- 
vision of tha school laws that will make 
for a uniform system throughout the' 
state; tho strengthening and extension of 
the state, university calling for- an In- 
creased appropriation; an Increase in tho 
appropriation of the geological survey ot 
the statoj. tho continuation of tho IiIkIi- 
way -commission and an appropriation 
□ uihclont to moot its needs; authority. for 
Iho railroad and .warn house commission 
to prescribe a uniform system- of ac- 
counting for railroads; tho extension of. 
the powers ot the commission ovor lnter- 
urban and strooi*rallway». and closes his 
messngo with nn appeal to tbo members 
of the KOiiuml assembly to I ins ton the, 
pasnago- of bills so as to complete tho; 
greater part of the legislation under-, 
taken, before 'the closing days of the as- 
sembly that the executive may bavft '»' 
greater time for consideration of ther.ii.

The 
malicious and Insinuating story that 
1 used to go under another name 
arose, no doubt, from my having boon 
a .bootblack in my early days, nnd 
having lot my cuBtomors Bhorton my 
name Into Matt Black. But, as soon 
as I graduated from manual labor, I 
resumed my rightful name and have 
homo It— I think I may say without 
vanity— In honor to honor. 

Wild Week I Its cyclones/ rising 
fury on fury to that historic climax 
of chaos, etng their mad song In my 
oars again" aa I write. But I shall by 
no moanB confine ray narrative to 
business and finance. Take a cross- 
section of life anywhere, and you have, 
n tangled Interweaving of the action 
and reaction of men upon men, of 
women upon women, ot ' men and 
women upon one another.

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Springriold.-^ln tho report .of the 
civil service riommlaBlon, which has 
beon submiltcid to Gov, Donoen, only 
a fow changes aro favored. Those al- 
terations artjS of minor Importance, 
Ono suggestion made by tho commis- 
sion in thq report 1b that tho limitation 
of examination to applicants from Ibis 
state be^bollshed. This Is for the' pur- 
pose of allowing help . from neighbor- 
ing stales In cases of; emergency. 
Thoro/ Is no Institution In this state 
for the training of teachers for tho 
deaf and blind- Another change fa- 
vored ts that tho number of cities in 
which, examinations' may bo held bo 
ado greater. At present It Is seven, 
ut during tho year it was found neces- 
ary to hold examinations in 38 cities 
and towna. The law also states that 
nt each examination a commissioner 
must bo present thus making it Im- 
possible for more than three examina- 
tions to be conducted In one day.. Tho 
commission suggests that the law be 
changed bo that a, person who,. in tho 
opinion of tho commission Id compe- 
tent to conduct the ^examination, may 
enrry on such work. The commission 
also asks the right of discharge and 
favors tho adoption by tho statb of the 
law Jn Cook county. Thoro tho com- 
mission may ordor a trial when thdria 
Is reason to believe that political or 
religious differences have hrought 
about a discharge from office. Tho re- 
port further urges that tho Illinois 
civil service commission have super- 
visory power' over tho civil service 
commissions of the various counties. 
The extension ot the civil service to 
all branches of the state service is 
recommended. Between January X 
and November 1, 1905, the number of 
changes in tho various state Institu- 
tions was 421. Fourteen hundred and 
sixty-eight appolatments wero made 
between November 1, 1905, when the 
civil service law went into effect and 
December 21, 1906. At- the time the 
law went into effect there wero 2.1CS 
employes In the IT . state Institutions. 
The commission has held 539 examina- 
tions In order to secure applicants for 
these positions, and for these positions 
2,240 applications have been received. 



For Full Taxation Values. 

Mayor Dunne, ot Chicago, will fight 
the action of the state board of equal; 
Ixatlon In fixing 70 per cent as - the 
valu'o of real estate and personal prop- 
erty In the state for assessment pur- 
poses. By the reduction the state 
stands to lose nearly' 14,000,000 In rev- 
enue, of which Chicago's share is near- 
ly $1,000,000, A motion was made In 
tho AUpromo court by John M. .Duffy 
and William B. Fleming, representing 
.Mayor Edward F. Dunne and Corpora- 
tion Counsel James Hamilton. Lewis, 
asking leave to filo a petition for a 
mandamus, with a view of requiring 
tho board to place the full valuation 
upon property for -purposes of taxa- 
tion. The petition attacks tho action 
of tho board In passing the resolution 
fixing 70 per cent as the valuation, and 
urges that under the revenue law of 
the state the duty of [the board, is to 
find "tho full, -fair cash value" of the' 
property for purposes of taxation. 
It is claimed that by the action of the 
board the capital stock, ; including 
franchises and other property of the 
corporations owning and operating 
railroads In the state, have not been 
assessed as the law requires — that the 
capital a lock, Including franchises and 
other property, should bo. valued' at 
"the full, fair cash value" for purposes 
of taxation, as' tho revenue -,Iaw re- 
quires. The . Chicago petition', It - Is 
said, will be granted, It Is claimed in 
the ■petition' that by the action of the 
board or equalization tho state will 
Io3o this year $3,750,000 of taxes, Chi- 
cago's share being $900,000. '

May Change Bankruptcy Law, 

The present llllnolB baking law waa 
enacted almost 20 years ago and has. 
undorgono only a -few changes. Be- 
cause the constitution requires alt 
amendments, to the' stato banking' law 
to bo ' submitted nnd' ratified by a 
majority of tho votes of tho people nt 
a genoral election, revision of amend- 
ment thereof Is considered a delicate 
and uncertain, task. Although from 
tho very nature of things so Important - 
an act would need- periodically to be 
modem i*«rl nrirt ndlimtnrl *o etmnfdniz' 
conditions, thero was llttlo litigation 
along this lino until the recent "sensa- 
tional failure of the Milwaukee Ave- 
nue State bank of- Chicago, followed 
by tho crash of several private con-, 
corns. Immediately there was a de- 
mand from all over tho state for a 
moro rigid banking law- Thero Is 
scarcely a town of any Importance 
In the state without a bank. The bank 
is on Indispensable and oho of the 
most Important cogs In tho great 
wheel of commerce and has become 
the popular depository for the people's 
surplus Bavlngs. No other business 
failure, therefore, affects so dlroctly 
and' largely tho masses. 
'Attorney General Stood was asked ' 
to address tho Stato Bankers' associa- 
tion lost fall upon the banking law. 
Ho consulted with Auditor McCul- 
lough with tho result that J. H. Appol, 
who has charge of the bank! njr depart- 
ment of the auditor's offlco 'and /who . 
had given the matter careful ' study, 
submitted to Mr, Stead, among others 
bearing directly upon supervision, the ', 
following recommendations, briefly.' 
stated; 

Clothing the auditor with authority 
to t use discretion in tho matter of 
issuing a permit, or final certificate 
in the . organization ot a proposed 
hank. ' 

A prohibition upon branch hanking.' 

Placing additional responsibilities 
upon the directory of the bank, re- 
quiring them to be residents ot the . 
state, holders of at least ten shares' 
of stock, to furnish the bank examiner 
with ccrtlflcato relating to the geau- . 
in (mess of the securities of the bank 
and to examine at least twice a year 
into the assets of the bank and condi- 
tion of securities and transmitting un* 
dor oath a report to the state super- 
visor. 

Fixing tho maximum and minimum 
of directors In the organization of a 
bank;, requiring the officers' to be 
bonded -and the bonds filed with the 
auditor of public nccounts; restricting, 
under penalty, loans to officers and 
directors of tho institution. 

LI mi ting the sum to be Invested . 
in a banking house to 25 per cent of 
the . bank's ' capital. 

Allowing the bank to loan to any 
association, person, company or firm 
ten per cent of Its capital and surplus, 
the same as Is permitted under the 
national banking act 

Prohibiting a. bank from acquiring 
stock In another corporation and from ' 
accepting Its own stock as collateral, 
security for loans. 

Providing for a fixed reserve nnd 
the accumulation of a surplus. 

Drafting a section ' covering; foreign 
banking corporations operating in this . 
etnte. 

Increasing the auditor's authority 
and' granting him' the exclusive right 
to file a bill In the courts -for the- 
appointment of a receiver in the caae • 
of a state hank, - 

Considering; the feasibility of pro- 
viding additional protection for sav- ' 
lhgs depositors and bringing private 
banks under stato supervision.

quires It, for the reason that there Is 
no large Institution, in "tills Btnte for 
preparing persons for this work* ami 
I lie demand nuuigt a 1 ways be supplied 
with citl'/.ens of Illinois. It la also 
nuked that the chief examiner or any 
other competent person.be empowered 
to conduct examinations, an under tho 
existing law. requiring n commission- 
er to be present lu»cvory Instance, only 
three examinations may be held on the 
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day. » 

Object of thu tiavf. 

Ip expressing the, opinion, that tho ' 
superintendent of an Institution should 
be sustained so long as no political . 
reasons cuter into the discharge of an 
employe, the commission's report 
reads: 

"The object of a civil scrvlco law 
Is not. ns some people Imagine, tho 
protection of tho employe, but Its pur- 
pose Is primarily to secure the ef- 
ficiency of thctmbllc sendee. What- 
ever protection It may give tho .em- 
ploye from political Interference Is In- 
cidental nnd Is furtherance of the 
primary object Tito right of dis- 
charge Is supplement nry to the cxarh' 
Illations In the selection of competent 
employes, nnd fthouhl bo freely, used 
I u the case of Incompetent Nothing 
human Is perfect nntl no "one expects 
that always a searching and practical 
examination should produce perfect 
employes. It Is the best test known 
nntl results Justify its practicability be- 
yond expectation. The right of dis- 
charge should, therefore, he always 
available to correct any. defect of tho 
examination." 

Local Option Act. 

Probably as' much Interest Is mani- 
fested lu tho attttudo of the assembly 
toward a local option act as any. other 
measure, After a supremo- effort in 
the nntc-eloctlon cnmpnlgh, . tho. I 111; 
nolB Antt-Snloon league bas tho satis- 
faction of finding itself nn admitted 
factor In Illinois politics. Loaders of 
tlie Anti-Saloon league say that Speak- 
er Shurtleff has promised" to glvo 
their menauro fair play In tho popular 
brhuch of tho assembly ami thoy de- 
clare, that thoy are satlsDed with tho' 
situation, This means' that the spenk- 
er will see to It Unit tho local option 
bill Is reported out from committee, ho 
that If It Is killed tho. death blown 
must bo nduitnlBteredAvith' a club/on 
the floor of tho house, Instead of 
chloroforming It Into eternal rest hi 
committee. When the members'; are 
called upon t,o stand up and bo counted 
somo wonderful stunts In ground and. 
lqfty. tumbling are proinlBed.' The eeii"-? 
ate la expected to sldo-stop the real 
Issue. by u repetition of Its trick of two/, 
years ago, when It passed- the local 
option meoBuro In tho opening days of 
tho sohbIou and thus put It up to thsj 
house to become the 'assassins. 
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
